The World Growinjl Better. 

A wide difference of opinion exi.sts 
as to whether the world is growing 
better. By those who claim that it is, 
facts and figures are cited which seem 
to sustain their argument ; and by 
those^who maintain that it is not, sta- 
j tistics are exhibited which do, to say 
the least, create some doubt. But it 
would seem that facts, figures and stat- 
istics are not the best evidence that 
can be deduced ; that public sentiment 
is a much better indication of moral 
standards. 

An expression of public sentiment has 
just been made which indicates that 
the world is growing better. This ex- 
pression is caused by the marriage of 
Corey, president of the Steel trust’, to 
an actress for whom Corey divorced 
his wife. Corey immediately paid the 
penalty of his folly by relinquishing 
the presidency of the Steel trust, 
whose directors demanded his resigna- 
tion. The minister who performed the 
ceremony resigned his pastorate, re- 
turned the marriage fee, and confess- 
ed that he had done a wrong to society 
generally. Even some of the de- 
pendents and servants of the steel 
king felt that they could not con- 
sistently retain the small presents 
that they had received, and returned 
them. Such an exhibition would not 
have obtained ten years ago, and the 
reason why it is given to-day is that 
public conscience has been quickened, 
and moral standard has been raised. 
The world is growing better. 

Expression of public sentiment is 
again made in the case of E. H. Harri- 
man, the railroad magnate, who dis- 
regarded all ethics of business, every 
principle of fair dealing, in acquiring 
the vast properties under his control. 
The various boards of directors on 
which he is serving, have made it 
known to him that they do not desire 
his re-election to them. He is 
personna non gratia and the why, is 
because such methods as he employs, 
or at least has employed, are not re- 
garded as comporting with present 
moral standards. Other illustratiois 
might be cited, but they all point to 
the one fact, that measured by pre- 
sent standards, the world is‘ growing 
better. 

It may be argued that the Steel trust 
deposed Corey for purely business 
reasons; that Harriman is not w'anted 
for simular rea.sons. Yet this objec- 
tion detracts nothing from the argu- 
ment, for such reasons would not exist 
unless public sentiment created them, 
and public sentiment must be right 
else it would be observed. So that 
even the one objection that can be 
made to the argument, strengthens it, 
and renders more conclusive flie conten- 
tion that the world is grow'ing better. •

State.s;” and “that the profits of the 
great railroads of the Far West are 
being used to buy stocks and control 
systems in the East, instead of build- 
ing more roads for the development 
of the West”. Yet after this ex- 
posure of the deals Harriman and 
other railroad magnates they are in- 
dignant that the legislatures of the 
states included in the “area equal to 
one third of the United States” should 
legislate to compel railroad corpora- 
tions to charge reasonable rates in- 
stead of extracting vast sums from 
the public to buy stocks of, Eastern 
railroads. The fact that the Attorney- 
General of the United States needs 
prodding to protect the public interests 
shows that the chief reliance of the 
plundered people must be through 
their own direct representatives in 
their state legislatures, rather than the 
procrastinating action of Federal 
officials. 

Those good Democratic doctrines of 
State Rights and Home Rule are much 
more effective than all the boasted 
strenuousness of the present Adminis- 
tration. To guard those state rights 
from the encroachment 'of federal 
power by preserving all reserved 
rights not granted by the constitution 
to the national govei'nment, is the only 
way for the people to secure redress of 
wrongs and preserve their liberty. 

Not a railroad is charging lower 
rates by reason of the legislation of 
Congress or prosecutions of the Roose- 
velt Administration, but the legisla- 
tures of many states have enacted 
laws which compel the railroads to 
charge reduced rates. Talk of even 
the strenuous type is cheap, but it 
takes drastic laws to control railroad 
corporations.

A Palpable Hit. 

In an editorial entitled, “Wages 
Delusion,” the Louisville Courier- 
Journal makes an interetsing answer 
to a Republican newspaper that claim- 
ed that the cotton mill operators in 
North Germany get only $191.04 a 
year, while in America they get 
$304.57. 

The Courier-Journal says : “It looks 
a little queer to see arguments for 
protection made on the ground that it 
gives our laborers $304.57 a year. 
There are 313 working days in a year, 
barring holidays wih pay, so that the 
wage is less than a dollar a. day. Now 
a farm laborer at $20 a month and 
board, gets $20 in money, and the board 
would, even at a low rate, bring the 
total up as high as that of the cotton- 
mill operator. It is well knoivn that 
the farm laborer has no protection, and 
it is hard to see how the cotton-mill 
I operator gets any benefit from it. 

Laborers in many unprqtected ^em- 
ployments get more tnan a dollar. 

I Moreover, the owners of cotton mills 
j import laborers free from foreign 
I countries. If the protected tariff 
makes prices of commodities high — 
1 and we know it does— where is there 
I not a tariff on imported labor? That 
I is the logic of protection to labor by 
a tariff, if it is to be one at all, but 
the fact of it is that it is not intended 
' to make this argument in order to get

The Wheat Crop. 

The Crop Reporting Board of the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, from the reports 
of the correspondents and agents of 
the Bureau, finds the area under winter 
wheat remaining in cultivation on May 
1st to have been about 28,132,000 
acres. This is 112. per cent., or about 
3,533,(X)0 acres, less than the area re- 
ported as sown last fall,* and 5 per 
cent., or about 1,468,000 acres, less 
than the area ofw inter wheat report- 
ed as harvested last year. The average 
condition of the growing winter wheat 
crop on May 1st was 82.9, as compared 
with 80.9 on April 1, 1907, 90.9 on May 
1, 1906, 92.5 on May 1, 1%5, and 85.5, 
the mean of the May averages for the 
last ten years.
